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cept no more from such 
sources. However a week ago, 
India announced it, had asked \ 
The foundation to wind up its 
activities there because the 
whole matter had become “too 
embarrassing.’' 

AID and State Department • 
officials explained that they 
are now going to ask Congress , 
to pick up CIA’s tab because , 
they consider the Asia Foun- 
dation is and has been doing _ 
valuable educational and cul- 
tural work abroad and think 
this should be continued with 
above-board, openly acknowl- 
edged U.S. Government help. 

These officials have been 
sounding out Senators and 
Congressmen on the idea last ; 
week and were encouraged. 
Accordingly, AID Administra- 
tor William S. Gaud is ex- 
pected to spell out the matter 
when he goes to Congress 
this week. 

According to present plans, 
AID will request $2 million in 
general support for the Asia 
Foundation and another 
$500,000 for a book distribu- 
tion program that had long 
been under consideration. The 
requests will be made under 
Title 9 of the Foreign Aid act, 
which is concerned with the 
overseas development of dem - 1 
ocratic and political institu- 
tions. Previously, AID had 
made two moderate-size proj- 
ect contracts with the Asia 
Foundation. 

In addition, State’s Educa- 
tional and Cultural Affairs Bu- 
reau is expected to seek 
Congressional approval for a 
$600,000 grant for educational 
and cultural projects. 

The Asia Foundation had 
been operating on an $8 mil- 
lion annual budget but this 
lately had been scaled down 
and $4 million now is planned - 
for its programs. Part of its fit i 
nancing comes from private [ 
contributions ffom individuals 
and Institution^, many Of theft# 
in the San FranciscS) area. J 

The Asia Foundation beg7i# 
life as the Committee for aj 
Free Asia at the end of World 
War II, but then underwent 
extensive reorganization and 
started anew.
